Morin, o° Lesser Slave lake, was 
in town last week, 


Five yeons ago Mr. Morin rode ¢rgm 
Fort Steete, Briiish Columta;, through 
the Crow's Nest Pass and north )p Les- 
ser Slave lake. He was on his way to 
the izr north io prospect for gold, but 
as his four pyck horses were drowned 
mear Slave lake and as his \“unds were 
,Funning low he decided to remain 
wher> he was for the timeybeing. He 
was very much surprised to find a 
country of eqable climate, of abund- 
ant natura! resources and one ‘chat ¢ip- 
peared ‘o be simply waiting for man to 
come in and take possession. The coun- 
try near Lesser Slave Jake is.rolling, 
with numerous lirge hay meadows 
There is an abundant supply of: first 
class water, and also good timber (“or 
building purposes. When Mr. Morin 
came inio the couniry a person ould 
ride almost any place, but now ince 
the advert of wet summers numerous 
muskegs -re to be found. However, 
the lay of the land permiis pf easy 
dr.inage and the soil, for protuctive 
quali‘ies, is second io none. Mr. Morin 
roughly estimates the populaiion o* the 
Slave lake district al from six so eight 
hundred. The prevailing irhab‘tanis 
are hal’-breeds who are goed-hearted; 
accommodating, aad have fairly good 
English. Both the English and Roman 


, Catho ic churches have flourishing mis- 


evod 


fions here and there is also p, 


teem with fish, which can be waughi 
readily with the hook and line os wel) 
as with nets. In the laie fall he In- 
dians and half-breeds catch immense 
q-iintities of these fish ans ‘s.ore them 
away for their winter supply. The 
climate of this district is mild, al- 
though Mr. Morin has known it to drop 
as low as forty or forty-five below 
zero. Such cold snaps are of very short 
duration. Mr. Morin has wsited the 
Grand Prairie dstrict, 250 miles nor- 
thwest of Edmonion, and speaks of ic 
in the most glowing terms, not falling 
to describe it by the Inevitable phrase 
“Goi’s country.” There a soid 
block of 3,000,000 acres of virgin rrairie, 
rich and fertile. The balmy chinook 
breezes are continually felt here and 
catile ramge out all winter. There is 
an abundance of natural grass. Grains 
and vegetables grow luxurianily and 
ripen in season. Grand Prairie is an 
especially favpred districi. The hills 
around are covered with excellent iim- 
ber and are rich in mimera!: deposits. 
The water supply is excellent. The 
rivers are teeming with mountain 
trout, and game such as monse and 
bear is numerous. A railrond is ail 
that is needed io ensure theyimmediate 
eetilemen. of this grand country.

Feeding, Work Horses 

By F. W. Hodson. > 
¥ood required by the working horse: 

The horse has a smaller stomach ;than 
ke ox, and consequently must be (ed 
fess at a time. Ii has less power io 
digest course feods. It eats much 
lower, as it must do all its chewing 
before the food is swailowed. For these 
reagons it requires a longer time (0 
=at, and its food should be more con- 
centrated, Ti wants. only a. little 
eoarse food at a time. Most people 
feed too much rather than too, little, 
eapecially of hay. According to the 
tables of standard rations prepared by 
the German investigators, a 1000 
ound horse requires 11.4 pounds of 
digestible food daily when doing mot 
erate work, 13.6 pounds for average 
work, and 16.6 pounds for heavy (work. 
With «a basal ration af 10 counds§ of 
hay, the grain needed to furnish ihe 
aagve quanii'ies of digestible natrients 
when consisting of a mixture in equal 
pirts of corn and oats, would fe ap- 
proximately 11.5 pounds, 15 pounds and 
26 pounds for the three sorts pf Labor. 
Lavalard who made observations cov- 
ering a number of yeirs with 32,090 
omnibus, army and draft horses, came 
top the conclusion that a horse - per- 
dorwing ordinary work requires at the 
gate of 1,215 pounds of digestible nuiri- 
ents per 100 pounds of live weight. This 
is equivalent to 12.1 pounds of digest- 
able food daily for a 1000 ound horse, a 
quantity not inconsistent with the 
German standard. 

Smitable foods for horses; It is ne- 
«essary especially with hard working 
horses, that a large proportion of ithe 
daily sation be composed of the - more 
woncentraied siuifs. A horse. would 
thave to consume over 40 Ibs. pf hay to 
obtain 17.7 lbs. of digestible nutrients, 
the approximate amount required daily 
thy a horse at severe labor. ten: io 
twelve pounds of hay daily is quite suf- 
ficzent for a draft horse. The ;nangers 
«wi work horses on many farms pre kept 
«onstantly supplied with hay, which is 
mot ouly wasteful but injurious to; he 
animal as well. Recent researches 
have shown that muscular effort is 
largely eustained by the carbo-hyd- 
mates and fats of the food, and ii is 
probably true that rations composed of 
the ordinary farm producis, meadow 
hay, straw, silage, roots and thecereal 
grains will be found sufficiently rich 
am protein withont the addition of 
airpgenous feeding stuffs. Doubiless 
in cases 0” heavy labor, the ddition of 
a little ail mea! or other mitrogenous 
feod whould be beneficial. According to 
ihc German standards the nutri ive 
ratio should be irom 1;7 to 1.6 accord- 
ing to the severity of Libor, «he daily 
weight of protein to be from 1.5 to 2.5 
wounds. Onts are regarded by many as 
essential to ihe maintenance of the 
driving of working horse, but many 
ether fomis are successfuily used in 
their phice, wheat bran, corn, barley, 
dzxied brewers’ grains, &c., are often 
msed instead of oats without any bad 
results, and frequently with consider- 
sible advantage in the cost of + he rar 
ison.

Where the work is harder the 
amount of grain in ths ration should 
be incraased; but the amount of hay 
should remain stationery. The increase 
in feed should be greater proportion- 
ately than the increase in ‘the amount 
of work done, and as a weneral rale 
old horses should be fed ‘better than 
young ones. That judgment © which 
comes of experienco will always be a 
safer guide than any mechanical! rules 
for feeding, but this 1s certain however; 
whatever feeding stuffs are used, and 
whatever order of feeding is adopted, 
regularity and uniformity should ai all 
times prevail in both feeding and «vat- 
ering. If water is always avullable, a 
horse will not take enough io jnjure 
himself, but with working horses it 
will always be found batter to give 
them their regular and largest supply 
previous to feeding, and if may also be 
well to supply a limited quantity after 
feeding.

The Aras have a proverb,—“Rest 
and fat are the greatest enemies pf the 
bprse,’’ Hard labor or an abundance of 
exercise should go hand in hand, with 
heavy feeding, and when a period of 
idleness comes for the horse ‘the grain 
ration should be cut down 6ne-half ai 
least, or even withdrawn altogether 
where the fodder is of particularly 
good quality. t Atte 

W. C. Edwards’ method of feeding; 
Some years ago the W. C. Edwards Co., 
of Rockland, Ont., adopted a system of 
feeding their horses which has proved 
very satisfactory. Mr. Edwards gives 
the following descriptipn of it.; “We 
employ say foriy horses about our mills 
here in the summer season. In tthe 
rear of our stalblee: we have'p feed rogm 
where our cut straw for bedding and 
our cut hay, oats and ground feed are 
kept; here we have twe ‘mixing poxes 
where the rations for the horses yira 
mixed before feeding; the cut hay ts 
put into these boxes anc ‘is thoroughly 
soiked with water 12 hours before; is 
fed. The ground feed is mixed, dryjand 
beiore feeding is thoroughly mixed 
with the wei hay. The sation pve 
started out with was 4 lbs. wat hays, 
1-2 Tb. bran and 5 lbs. round oats and 
barley to each horse night and morn- 
ing, and 4 lbs. dry oats at neon-only. 
Our horses are generally of large size, 
and are doing excessively hard|{ pork, 
and we found this ration ido small for 
them and we gradually increased it un- 
til we settled down ia this; 5 ibs. hay, 
five Tbs. ground graia, and 1-2 pound 
of bran to 2ach borse miprning : and 
night, and 8 lbs. of dry wats at noon 
only (no hay), and this we dind ample 
for the largest horses doing the most 
excessive work. Our saving 1s at least 
i0 lbs, of hay per day for each horse, 
and 6 Ibs. of grain for wach. Not only 
is this the case, but our orses are 
healthier and better in every way. Un- 
der the old sysiem it was .. common 
thing for us to lose ‘from jine to five 
horses every surimer with colic and @n- 
flem mation, but in the past seven sum- 
mers under our new system not nly 
have we not lost one borse but we have 
not had a sick horse. A ‘much small- 
er ration than we feed would Se ample 
‘or farm horses, or for any horses do- 
ing ordinary work. We may add, also, 
that with this system of feeding jiay 
together with the free use of - wheat 
bran and a little ground ois mixed 
with it, we find that we can develop 
colts in asummer as we have never 
seen them developad before."’
